St. Paul couple sues caterer over 
vegan wedding ‘disaster’ 


rying to make a point with tofu 
is hard enough. 

To do so on your wedding day 
is doubly risky, as one pair of 
deeply unsatisfied customers will tell you. 

Newl 5 rweds Kevin and Siara Williams 
got hitched in St. Paul last spring. They 
claim the food was so bad they’re suing 
their caterer for more than $150,000. 

The couple planned to surprise their 
wedding guests by sneakily serving them 
vegan food, according to their suit, a 
conceit that would only be revealed after 
the meal. Their lawsuit claims servers 
spoiled the plot by telling people certain 
items were not available because they 
weren’t vegan, and that the bride had 
“mandated a vegan wedding.” 

The couple might have forgiven the 
lack of surprise if they’d enjoyed the food. 
But their lawsuit alleges the company, 
Mintahoe Catering, which was contractu¬ 


ally obligated to serve a “delicious” meal, 
instead cooked up a “disaster.” 

Tofu wasn’t crispy, noodles were 
“extremely overcooked (mush),” flat- 
bread pizza was “nasty and inedible,” a 
curry dish had too many carrots, too few 
bamboo shoots, and was “unidentifiable 
as [curry]” an 3 rway, KSTP reports. One 
diner got “very ill” after eating seitan 
(a wheat-based meat substitute), which 
he or she had been led to believe was 
gluten-free. A peanut sauce was “sick- 
eningly sweet.” 

The Williamses also say some guests 
were never served cake, and that the 
bride’s father was denied service of water 
at his table, instead told to retrieve it 
himself from the bar, among other alleged 
“horrendous” service errors. 

The lawsuit, which also names A’Bulae 
LLC, and Bellagala, lists seven counts of 
breach of contract, each of which should

One passage in the suit says the groom 
stormed into the kitchen to confront 
catering employees, who he says admitted 
the experience was not going as planned.

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FIERCE, FUN, AND AMERICA’S BEST HOPE FOR 
AN OLYMPIC MEDAL IN CROSS-COUNTRYSKIING IN 40 YEARS

I t’s last February, the FIS Nordic World Ski 
Championships in Lahti, Finland, before the 
women’s freestyle sprint final, a 1.6 kilometer 
dash. The television camera pauses on each 
skier at the starting line for an introduc¬ 
tion. The women nod, maybe smile, give 
a perfunctory wave. 

Then the camera finds Minnesota native Jes¬ 
sie Diggins. 

She waves both hands, shakes her fists above 
her shoulders, punches the air, her face split in a 
smile so wide it shows more enamel than a bathtub. 
She shimmies her skis with a hip wiggle and all 


but bursts from her ski suit. 

‘"You love her enthusiasm as well as the way she 
skis,” the commentator says. 

An instant later, poised for the gun, she’s com¬ 
pletely still, skis steady, poles planted, hands in front 
of her shoulders, head tipped down. Pure focus. 

The gun fires; she explodes across the snow. 

Three minutes later, she has secured silver. Her 
second medal of the week. 

This is Jessie Diggins. She is, in a word, ebul¬ 
lient. And, in another, fierce. 

Yin and yang. On her way to make history in 
PyeongChang. 


“IT’S SOMETHING that’s never been done before 
by American women,” Diggins says. “That’s win 
an Olympic medal. It really motivates me.” 

She’s talking to a group of more than a hundred 
high school skiers from across the metro area and 
adults in the upper room at the Theodore Wirth 
Chalet in Minneapolis. On this Wednesday evening 
in November, she has led them in a workout, then 
changed from her blue-and-white U.S. Ski Team 
warmup into jeans and a maroon short-sleeved 
jersey with an orange S on the front (not quite 
Superwoman, though close—it’s the Salomon logo). 
Her blond hair swirls past her shoulders.

She flicks through slides on a screen 
beside her. There she is doing a pull-up in 
a gym, her face grimacing. A shot of her 
with teammates on skis in the mountains. 
In Hawaii on her month off (April) with 
a childhood friend. They went bungee 
jumping. Hiked a forbidden staircase 
up a mountain. Surfed. Snorkeled. ‘T 
came into the season mentally rested, 
ready to go.” 

Next a slide listing her goals. ‘Tn May 
I wrote a training plan with my coach, 
Jason Cork, so that every workout has a 
purpose,” she says. ‘The process of try¬ 
ing to become faster, it’s fun. Like a game. 
What can I do today to get faster?” 

Her voice is raspy, shades of Debra 
Winger. With each slide, it rises, her 
enthusiasm accelerating. You can almost 
hear emojis in it. 

Diggins joined the national team at 19, 
after graduating from Stillwater High 
School, and with four World Championship 
medals is the most successful American 
cross-country skier, male or female. 

After her prepared remarks, Diggins 
takes questions from the audience. She 
sleeps 10 to 11 hours a night. She has 45 
pairs of skis. She loves to dance. Her favorite 
song at the moment is by Portugal. The 
Man: “Feel It Still.” And she loves chocolate 
more than skiing: “If you told me I couldn’t 
eat chocolate for 10 years while racing, I’d 
quit.” They laugh. “No, really. I would.” 

YOU COULD SAY that Diggins’ road 
to South Korea started in Canada. Her 
mom. Deb, was born in Montreal, raised in 
Duluth; her father. Clay, is from Thunder 
Bay. But it’s truer to say the road started in 
St. Peter. That’s where Clay, a hockey player 
converted to endurance sports, wooed Deb 
on skis while they were undergraduates 
at Gustavus Adolphus College. 

They married and settled in Afton, Min¬ 
nesota. When baby Jessie came along. Clay 
loaded her in a backpack, and the couple 
kept on skiing. She loved it. Some of her 
earliest memories are of tugging on her

dad’s hair and yelling, “Mush!” “I wanted 
to go super-speed,” she says. 

They enrolled her in the Minnesota 
Youth Ski League when she was four years 
old, though she was in it more for the hot 
chocolate afterward. She took violin les¬ 
sons, played soccer, swam, climbed, and 
danced. She wanted to be a ballerina. Or 
a firefighter. An astronaut. It wasn’t until 
seventh grade that she truly became a skier. 

She skied junior varsity that winter for 
Stillwater High School, one of the state’s 
perennial Nordic skiing powerhouses, until 
the conference championship. Twenty 
minutes before the 5K freestyle race, Jes¬ 
sie was hanging out in the chalet, eating 
gummy bears with her middle school 
friends, when the coach told her one of 
the varsity skiers got sick and Diggins 
needed to race. 

Even though this would be her first 
varsity race, and the 13-year-old would 
be competing against girls five years her 
senior, she yanked on her skisuit, did a 
quick warmup, and won the race. 

“I remember thinking that racing could 
be super fun and that I wanted to start 
training seriously so I could see how far 
I could take the sport,” she says. 

The following season, Ahvo Taipale, the 
Finnish skiing legend who coached the 
University of Minnesota women’s Nordic 
team to two national titles, watched Diggins 
win a conference race and prophesied that 
she would become a champion. “She’s got 
the fire in the eyes,” he told her parents. 

He was right. In 2007, Diggins won the 
state championship as a ninth grader, and 
repeated as a sophomore. By then, she 
was beating the boys on her team, which 
pissed them off. Once they realized Dig¬ 
gins wasn’t just any girl—that she was a 
contender in international world competi¬ 
tions—they vied to see who could finish 
closest behind her.

Diggins missed the chance to three-peat 
as a state champion because she was in 
France for the FIS Nordic Junior World 
Ski Championships. That year, Annie Hart, 
a junior at St. Paul Academy, won the state 
championship. Nextyear, Hart and Diggins, 
both seniors, competed at Junior Worlds 
in Germany, and became friends. They 
returned in time to contest the state title. 

A reporter suggested that the friends fin¬ 
ish together, hand in hand, which insulted 
Diggins. ‘Tou want to be nice and to win,” 
she tells the high school kids inside the 
Wirth Chalet. ‘"You don’t have to be not 
competitive if you’re a friendly person.” 

The state championship title takes the 
combined time from two events: a 5K 
freestyle or skate race where the motion 
resembles ice skating, and a 5K classic, where 
skiers move their legs and arms back and 
forth like they’re running. Diggins, strongest 
in the skate portion, took a 15-second lead 
going into the classic event, where Hart 
excelled. Hart caught Diggins, who had 
started 15 seconds earlier, with a kilometer 
left, then pulled ahead. They came around 
abend into the final straightaway with Hart 
leading by about 10 meters. 

In the video of those last 150 or so meters 
posted on YouTube, you can hear Hart’s 
mom say, “Annie’s got it.” 

The two state champions are double- 
poling—skis straight, hands reaching, plant¬ 
ing their poles and propelling themselves 
forward with core crunches. Diggins shifts 
from directly behind Hart to a track on 
her left, keeps pumping furiously, and the 
gap narrows. 

“Jessie’s coming,” someone says. 

Both girls are digging, pumping, strain¬ 
ing. Nearing the finish line. 

Now they’re side by side. “Dang it, Jes¬ 
sie,” Hart’s mom says. 

Diggins powers past to win by a ski 
length. 

What you don’t see on the video is that 
Diggins had mononucleosis, not yet diag¬ 
nosed but making its presence known with

an exhaustion that besieged her body. A 
month earlier, she had beaten Hart on 
this same course by nine seconds. This 
race would never have been so close if 
Diggins had been healthy. 

But the video’s not over. As soon as she’s 
crossed the line, arms raised, Diggins turns 
and embraces Hart. 

“Where Jessie stands out is she does it 
fiercely on the course and graciously off,” 
her father says. 

Diggins and Hart remain friends. They 
lived together last summer in Diggins’ 
condo in Stratton, Vermont, where they 
train together on the Stratton Mountain 
School Elite Team. It’s not uncommon for 
Hart to wake up to find a muffin waiting 
for her from a batch Diggins has baked the 
night before beside a note saying, “Good 
morning.” 

Jessie Diggins: She’ll beat you, then 
bake you muffins. 

THE PLAN WAS to take a gap year 
between high school and Northern Michi¬ 
gan University, where Diggins had been 
granted an academic scholarship and a 
spot on one of the nation’s top collegiate 
Nordic teams. First, she wanted to test 
herself among the world’s best. 

She aced it. In one lOK pursuit race 
in Canada late 2010, she started 40 sec¬ 
onds back—a huge handicap—behind two 
established U.S. national ski team mem¬ 
bers, Holly Brooks and Sadie Bjornsen, 
but powered past them to win the race. 

She secured a place on the U.S. national 
ski team. Yet she had committed to ski 
for Northern Michigan. “Don’t come,” 
the college’s coach, Sten Fjeldheim, told 
her. ‘You can do this.” 

At 19, she was easily the youngest member 
on the national ski team, intimidated to be 
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U.S. SKI & SNOWBOARD TEAM 


teammates with the likes of Kikkan Randall, 
whom she had once asked to autograph 
a poster. In December 2012, Diggins and 
Randall teamed up in Quebec City for the 
freestyle relay and won, the United States’ 
first gold medal in a World Cup event. 

Two months later, they won the team 
sprint at the World Championships, 
another American first. The following 
season, a 4 x 5K freestyle relay team Dig¬ 
gins anchored finished third at the World 
Cup in Norway. 

And then she was in Sochi, February 7, 
2014, on parade in the Opening Ceremo¬ 
nies of the XXII Winter Olympic Games 
alongside Shawn White and Lindsey Vonn. 
“1 did it,” Diggins thought. ‘T made it. This 
is the highest stage I’ll ever be on.” 

The Opening Ceremonies were on the 
eve of her first event, the skiathlon (which 
takes the combined times of a 7.5K classic 
race and a 7.5K freestyle race), and an hour- 
long drive from her bed in the Olympic 
Village. The prudent thing would have 
been to skip the ceremonies to ensure a 
solid night’s sleep. But Diggins would not 
be denied that experience, and the next day 
she finished eighth, better than expected 
and the best result for a U.S. woman. 

With her parents there along with a 
couple dozen other family and friends and 
many more watching back home during 
middle-of-the-night viewing parties at 
the Chilkoot Cafe in downtown Stillwa¬ 
ter, Diggins finished ninth in the 4 x 5K 
relay, 13th in the freestyle sprint, and 40th 
in the 3OK mass start. She returned to 
Minnesota with a desire to improve her 
technique. She had only four years until 
the next Olympics. 

NORDIC SKIING originates in Norway, 
and is predictably dominated by the Nor¬ 
wegians and their Scandanavian neighbors. 
An American ranked number six in the 
world is beyond surprising. It’s akin to 
someone from Iceland quarterbacking 
the Cowboys in the Super Bowl.

Diggins has shaken up the silent sport 
not only with her success but with her 
personality. Her enthusiasm is infectious. 
Even the most stoic of her opponents now 
smile when the camera pans the start. 

She’s had an even more profound impact 
on her teammates. Want to see? Google 
“Uptown Funk U.S. Ski Team.” 

Up pops a professional-quality music 
video filmed over three weeks and four 
countries and released the day before the 
2015 World Championships opened in 
Falun, Sweden. It immediately went viral, 
reaching nearly a million views within two 
days. The video is a pla 5 dul romp, the men 
and women of the U.S. Ski Team danc¬ 
ing and lip-syncing to the Mark Ronson/ 
Bruno Mars hit. Diggins initiated the idea, 
choreographed the moves, and patiently 
tutored her teammates, coaches, and sup¬ 
port staff. 

“It’s a big stress relief,” she says. “Train¬ 
ing for the Olympics, there’s a lot of pres¬ 
sure and people are feeling the nerves. 
My role is team cheerleader. I try to keep 
everyone positive and motivated. I’m just 
naturally bouncy and happy.” 

Seems that’s how she’s always been. Her 
high school coach, Kris Hansen, tells the 
story of the section championship when 
Diggins was a sophomore, and it was a tight 
contest to see which team would advance 
to state. Diggins won the race, of course, 
but wasn’t done when she crossed the fin¬ 
ish line. “Before her skis had stopped, she 
kicked them off and ran onto the course 
to cheer on her teammates,” Hansen said. 
‘What I love about Jessie is that she could 
have said, ‘I won. Look at me.’ But she didn’t 
even celebrate. She just turned around to 
support her teammates.” 

Her teammates and coaches know Dig¬ 
gins as “the Glitter Fairy.” She decorates 
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her cheeks with glitter and face paint 
before races, a practice that dates back 
to Stillwater High, when she used to get 
so nervous before races she could hardly 
function. The glitter helped her relax, to 
not worry about the outcome and simply 
give it her best effort. 

It has caught on. Mornings of relay 
races, nervous tension crackles through 
the hotel rooms occupied by the U.S. Ski 
Team. That’s soothed by a knock on Dig- 
gins’ door. Time to get glittered up. She 
paints an American flag on one cheek, 
“USA” on the other, and then a teammate 
does the same for Diggins. 

“It’s this promise to myself that I am 
going to go out and race as hard as I can 
because I love what I do,” she says. “I want 
to honor the little girl who just wants to 
go super-speed.” 

THEY CALL IT the Coulee, the hill on St. 
Croix Trail in Afton where local skiers train 
on roller skis. The two-kilometer climb is 
a tough workout for the best of the local 
skiers. When 
Diggins, who 
grew up nearby, 
is in town, she’ll 
do the Coulee, 
then turn left at 
the top and keep 
going another 
kilometer up 
another hill. 

Local skiers 
call it “the Jessie 
Extension.” Her 
training exploits 
are legend. 

One summer 
day on Stratton 
Mountain in Vermont, coach Cork tells her 
to bound up the mountain at race pace. 
He marks the spot she reaches in three 
minutes with a small pile of rocks. Then 
she goes down to her initial starting point 
and after a three-minute rest bounds up to 
the pile of rocks. She’ll keep repeating that 
until she can no longer reach the finish 
line within three minutes. Cork figured 
she would be able to complete maybe 
seven intervals. 

After five, Diggins was on her hands and 
knees, heart rate through the roof, quads 
and calves on fire. She picked herself up, 
jogged down the hill, and hit it again. Six. 
Again, the effort brought her to her knees, 
gasping. Once again, she dragged herself 
down the hill and did it again. Seven. She 
crumbled, dry-heaving. 

“You done?” Cork asked. 

She looked up at him. “One more.” 

Eight. Nine. Ten. 

Any one of those times up the moun¬ 
tain, she could have backed off a little 
bit, eased up on the pain, and been done. 
Nobody would’ve known. But she didn’t. 
Cork realized she wouldn’t quit until her 
body totally betrayed her. He made her 


stop. “It’s easy for elite athletes to say, T’ll 
never quit,’ but really very few are able to 
put themselves in that hole—she is able 
to do it,” he says. “She probably could’ve 
done five more—and would have been 
willing to.” 

To fully appreciate Jessie Diggins, you 
must know this about cross country skiing. 
It’s about suffering. It demands the entire 
body get involved and that the mind be 
able to sustain the cries of “Uncle” from 
muscle groups in multiple locations. The 
secret to Diggins’ success is her will to 
withstand this suffering. 

When she was winning the 5K freestyle 
race in 2015, her first individual World Cup 
victory, the television commentator noted, 
“She is not a pretty skier, but if you want 
to look for heart on a ski course, look no 
further than Jessie Diggins. She is so tough.” 

Two years later, recounting her 2017 
performance in the World Cup, where she 
finished the season ranked sixth, another 
commentator remarked, “She probably has 
that ability more than any other skier on 
the world tour, 
the ability to dig 
deep.” 

Diggins calls 
it “the pain 
cave,” which 
she defines as 
“that very spe¬ 
cial place where 
ever5Thing 
hurts.” 

She’s not 
afraid of the 
dark. “Instead 
ofsa 5 dng,‘Ohno, 
oh no, I want to 
give up,’ I wel¬ 
come it, know I need to move through it 
instead of letting it paralyze me,” she says. 

She discovered that asset in eighth grade 
during her first relay race. Not wanting to 
let down her teammates, she skied harder 
than she knew she could. She thought she 
was going to blow up. “I was in so much 
pain at the finish line, it was unbelievable,” 
she says. “But I realized I can push myself 
really hard.” 

BACK AT THE World Championships 
in Lahti, Finland, this past February, as 
the Norwegian crosses the finish line, a 
Russian behind her, taking gold and silver 
in the team classic sprint, two more skiers 
come into the picture, barreling down the 
straightaway. “There’s the battle behind 
them,” the television announcer says. 
“It’s Jessie Diggins of the United States 
on the left, Stina Nilsson of Sweden on 
the right.” 

Nilsson is one of the best sprinters in the 
world. Diggins is crunching away, match¬ 
ing the Swede pole plant for pole plant, 
neck and neck. “To the line they come....” 

Diggins throws her right ski forward, 
mouth open, completely taxed, and raises

one arm overhead. “Jessie Diggins gets the 
bronze for the United States!” 

The pain on Diggins’ face gives way to 
a smile. She collapses into the arms of her 
teammate, Sadie Bjornsen. 

“Just incredible,” the announcer says. 
“She showed so much fight today.” 

Diggins had found herself deep in the 
pain cave. That’s where she won the sprint 
and her first medal in a classic event. “In 
the final 100 meters, I kept thinking, J 
can, I can, I can because Sadie needs me,” 
she says. “Nilsson is known for having an 
incredible finish in the final 100 meters, 
but I had a mental edge because I wanted 
this for Sadie and me so much that I was 
able to dig and go harder than ever for her. 
The best performances of my life have 
been team events.” 

Remember the commentator who said, 
“She is not a pretty skier”? That’s been 
the rap against Diggins, a sizable flaw in a 
sport where technique can trump fitness. 
Her classic technique in particular has 
been her Achilles heel. 

But she has worked hard to overcome 
that weakness. She has skied behind Annie 
Hart to study her technique and worked 
with coach Jason Cork. Three years ago, 
Diggins had never qualified in a classic 
sprint. She has since not missed qualify¬ 
ing (finishing in the top 30). The bronze 
in 2017 crowned that effort. “I have been 
identified as a skater, but I’ve been work¬ 
ing really hard at classic. That race was 
the first time I really believed I could do 
it as a classic skier.” 

EVERYONE ASKS, “Do you know no 
American has won a medal in an Ol 5 mipic 
cross-country ski race since Bill Koch won 
silver in 1976?” 

Yeah. She knows. She had a poster of 
Koch on her bedroom wall. 

She knows that she is America’s best 
chance to win a medal in Nordic at this 
year’s Winter Games. She will be one of 
the favorites in the 15K skiathlon, the lOK 
freestyle sprint, the freestyle team sprint, 
and the 4x5 relay. 


“She doesn’t choke,” says Diggins’ 
father.

No American woman has ever medaled 
in Nordic. That’s a lot of pressure. But 
not a problem. “She doesn’t choke,” Clay 
Diggins says. “She rises to the occasion.” 

Four years have passed since Sochi, 
where her best finish was eighth in the 
skiathlon, and things will be different 
in PyeongChang. For starters, the hosts 
from those Games will not be compet¬ 
ing under the Russian flag, or with the 
assistance of back-room scientists dump¬ 
ing their dirty urine samples. Grigory 
Rodchenkov, the former head of the 
Russian antidoping lab, has said that 
14 of Russia’s 20 Nordic skiers (male 
and female) in 2014 were benefitting 
from performance-enhancing substances. 
Eleven have been named and eight have 
been banned for life from the Olympics 
with their Sochi results erased. 

In the four years since Sochi, Diggins 
has matured. At 26, she is closer to the age 
when Nordic skiers tend to peak (late 20s, 
early 30s). She’s got four more years of 
training in her. Four years of honing her 
technique. Four years of wisdom, know¬ 
ing how to read her body, when to push 
herself, when to rest. Four more years of 
confidence built upon success. 

That last attribute may not have come 
as naturally as expected. She’s worked 
with a sports psychologist to get to the 
point where she can have absolute faith 
in herself It hasn’t always been there, she 
admits. The psychologist asked Diggins, 
Why do you think you can’t win? Some¬ 
one’s got to, why not you? You’ve put in 
all the training. “I learned to say. Yeah, 
I can win this,” Diggins says. “I’m not 
shooting for the top 25; I want to win.” 

So when you see her in the starting gate 
at the Olympics, smiling and waving to 
the camera, dancing to loosen up, you 
might be able to hear her, if you lean in 
real close, saying to herself, “I’m about to 
make history—and I love it!” 03 
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THE LORING RISES AGAIN 

Staffers of this Dinkytown fixture have taken over—and how

T he Loring Bar & Restaurant is 
a bit like the mythical phoenix, 
the glorious bird that, after a 
longlife, bursts into flame, only 
to rise triumphantly from its own ashes, 
reborn again. 

After a 16-year run that made the space’s 
previous incarnation, the Loring Pasta Bar, 
an indispensable fixture of Dinkytown, 
last summer saw an abrupt changing of 
the guard. Owner Jason McLean was out, 
and the longtime management team took 
the reins. Ten days later, the restaurant’s 
doors flew open under a new name: LRx: 
Loring & Pharmacy Bar, an homage to the 
building’s long-running, much-loved 20th- 
century tenant, Gra/s Campus Drug. After 
receiving a stern letter of legalese from a 
national pharmacy organization—appar¬ 
ently abusiness must be an actual pharmacy 
to use “Rx” or ‘"pharmacy”—it’s Loring Bar 
& Restaurant. 

“We became a sovereign entity,” says 
Joe Henkin, a 14-year veteran of both 


the Loring and the Varsity Theater, 
another venue formerly owned by the 
embattled McLean. (The short version 
of that scandal: McLean was ordered to 
pay $2.5 million in a suit accusing him of 
sexual abuse in the 1980s. He’s rumored 
to be on the lam, perhaps in Mexico, and 
you’re more likely to spot him on a revival 
episode of Dog the Bounty Hunter than 
at the restaurant.) 

The paradox of the new Loring is that 
it will make two very distinct groups quite 
happy. The loyal regulars who have been 
coming for the fabulous happy hours, din¬ 
ner dates, and Sunday tango nights will 
find the whimsical interior and the fresh 
pasta- and seafood-driven menu much the 
same. The would-be patrons who shied 
away during last summer’s shakeup, unsure 
who was running the show, should find 
assurance, and even inspiration, in this 
“staff owned and operated restaurant,” 
a concept that’s about as progressive and 
democratic as dining can get. 

“It’s nice working with your owners 


instead of just for them,” says Levi Rick- 
enbach, an Ashton Kutcher-esque server 
who says it isn’t uncommon to see man¬ 
agement working the front of the house, 
seating guests and serving tables. 

In a world where corporate execs present 
market-researched menu concepts during 
PowerPoint presentations in office parks, 
and where figurehead celeb chefs make 
occasional appearances at their three- 
figure tasting menu showpieces, there’s 
something inordinately satisfying about 
eating a meal cooked by a chef who’s a co¬ 
owner, in a dining room run by a manager 
who’s also a co-owner, while listening to 
live music curated by another co-owner. 
Oh, and bonus points for the fact they’ve 
been working as a team for a decade and a 
half—16 years for executive chef Pablo Jesus 
Palchizaca, known by his coworkers as P. J. 

“Sixteen years—that’s since day one,” 
says Lynn Nyman, one-fourth of the 
owner-manager quadrumvirate. But it’s 
Nyman—tall and elegant with a winsome 
streak of white ft amingher dark curls—who

claims the longest history here. She ran 
the front of house for the original Loring 
Cafe, a fabled bar and restaurant smack 
on Loring Park crammed with Guthrie 
actors and patrons fresh from curtain call. 
(Until 2006, the Guthrie sat adjacent to 
the Walker Art Center.) 

How many restaurants in town can brag 
of keeping the same executive chef for six 
years, much less 16? After the Twitterstorm 
announcement of a new chef dies down, 
it can be only months before a new one 
erupts, announcingtheir selfsame departure. 

That number, 16, feels something like a 
challenge, one that fell somewhat unfairly 
upon the artichoke ramekin that kicked off 
a recent Tuesday night dinner. 

I have always found baked artichoke 
dips—the cheesy, creamy kind that some¬ 
times feature spinach and sometimes don’t— 
to be the Bermuda Triangle of starters. You 
may venture in under calm skies and steely 
nerve, but once you hit the middle, you’re 
lost in a sea of goopy white sauce, sending 
off SOS signals with no way back to your 
appetite. My doubt endured even as the 
affable waiter recommended it. “It’s our 
signature appetizer,” he assured me. 

Perhaps it takes 16 years to perfect the 
kind of recipe that most restaurants fail 
at. In any case, Palchizaca’s version—full 
of meaty artichokes and piquant cheeses 
and flecked with red pepper—is as perfect 
as any you’ll ever slather onto buttery slices 
of baguette. “This is the artichoke dip I 
wish all artichoke dips could be,” my friend 
sighed with equal parts lust and admiration. 

It’s important that the starters work in 
a place like this, where a long happy hour 
with cheap drinks (3 p.m. to 7 p.m.) takes 
center stage, pulling in an eclectic Dinky¬ 
town mix of students, university staff, and 
neighborhood locals. 

‘We have a lot of regulars. It’s still student- 
friendly. There’s still live music and a good 
happy hour,” Palchizaca says. His smile 
widens, as he adds, “But now I have the 
chance to be more creative.” 

The chef’s joie de vivre was evident in 
our dinner entrees. The nightly special was 
a rather motley crew of shrimp tempura, 
scallops, and smoked salmon arranged on a 
bed ofmashed potatoes with arich—possibly 
too rich—lobster sauce. I wasn’t entirely 
sure that the shrimp tempura went with 
the potatoes, but I also didn’t care: It was 
fun to look as well as to eat, with a kind 
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of unrestrained sense of decadence I’ve 
missed in recent dinners out. Lobster sauce 
on mashed potatoes? Send me some cham¬ 
pagne, please, even though it’s Tuesday! 

What about the pasta? Palchizaca’s been 
making and cooking the stuff longer than 
some of his clientele have been boiling 
water, and it shows, especially in house- 
made pastas like the goat cheese ravioli 
and the fettuccine carbonara. Normally, 
I’m not a seafood pasta girl—the sin of 
overcooking either is severe enough on 
its own, and together it can be deadly—but 
I’d already noticed on a recent lunch visit 
that the chef is serious about his al dente, 
even in the lunchtime minestrone soup. 
I was surprised to find myself making a 
mental note to come back and order the 
dish again, with its pitch-perfect linguine 
and seared seafood swimming in a light 
saffron cream sauce. 

As Dan Newton’s Cafe Accordion Orches¬ 
tra, a Tuesday night mainstay, broke down 
their set, we wandered leisurely around 
the newly revamped performance spaces, 
which feel like a cabaret club in pre-war 
Prague. Passing through the bar’s elaborate 
glow into the vast diningroom, you’ll feel a 
flash of relief: Nothing much, at least visu¬ 
ally, has changed. No temporary, misguided 
notions of 21st-century aesthetics blight 
the wrought-iron staircases, devouring its 
soaring ceilings. The funky grandeur of this 
longtime establishment—a cross between 
the lavish set of a Prince music video, the 
Baroque living room of an iconoclastic Pari¬ 
sian grande dame, and one of Budapest’s 
legendary ruin bars—is blissfully intact. 

The music and entertainment program¬ 
ming is almost dizzyingly diverse, and 
that’s intentional, explains Joe Henkin, 
who curates the creative side. You’ll find 
rap artists on Monday nights, comedy on 
Wednesdays, salsa dancing on Fridays, and 
plenty of DJs pla)dng stuff you’ve probably 
never heard in between. If the performance 
calendar embodies a sense of spontaneity 
and genre-resisting eclecticism, like the 
anything-goes coffeehouses of the bygone 
Beat era, the building may serve as inspira¬ 
tion. Bob Dylan, who first discovered, and 
then performed, folk music in Dinkytown 
coffeehouses, lived here circa 1960, in a 
second-story apartment just above Gray’s 
Campus Drug. 

Artichoke nirvana and ghosts of Dylan 
aside, the time to leave eventually arrives. 
You can’t help but hesitate for a moment 
before you break the spell of this building’s 
tumble-down elegance: winding staircases 
disappearinginto shadows and colored lights 
pla 5 dng tricks on the gilded mirrors. Going 
back onto the street feels a little like board¬ 
ing the steam train departing Hogwarts, or 
leaving Narnia through the wardrobe door. 
If there’s any magic at work at the Loring 
these days, it’s the good kind. 03

Despite Rhinoceros’ many parallels 
to our current cultural moment, this 
caustically absurdist work by French-

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PHANTOM THREAD 

Daniel Day-Lewis is going out on a high note

P hantom Thread may not be Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s most ambi¬ 
tious project, but like 2012’s The 
Master, there’s something about 
this movie that you can’t let go of. The 
more you mull over its idios 5 mcrasies, the 
more convinced you are that Anderson 
has created another masterpiece. 

In what is allegedly his last picture, 
Daniel Day-Lewis plays Re 5 molds Wood¬ 
cock, a ’50s couturier as set in his ways and 
frightfully British as his rigid old-timey 
name suggests. He makes unparalleled 
dresses for Europe’s elite under the ban¬ 
ner The House of Woodcock, and like 
most great men he is also, in some ways, 
a bad man. 

We’re privy to a morning routine 
of meticulous shaving, trimming, and 
impeccable dressing before Woodcock 
heads to the breakfast table. There he 
absent-mindedly 
sketches dresses, 
his sister and 
business part¬ 
ner C 3 n:*il (Lesley 
Manville) seated 
to the right, and 
frustrated current lover Johanna (Camilla 
Rutherford) to the left. 

After a brief outburst from the latter. 
Woodcock has Cyril do away with Johanna 
off-screen. She’s clearly not the first woman 
to be casually discarded in this manner. 


Enter Alma (Vicky Krieps), a waitress 
who instantly captures Woodcock’s eye. 
He asks her to dinner, an invitation she 
accepts, but what at first appears to be 
romantic turns out to be oddly asexual. 
They eat, drive back to his country home, 
and rather than make passionate love to her. 


Woodcock begins making Alma an outfit. 
To him, she is nothing but a thing to be 
dressed up, his interest in her purely aes¬ 
thetic. It is only later, when Alma becomes 
a fixture and confidant, that desires become 
carnal. Then sadistic. 

With Day-Lewis’ track record, it should 


come as no surprise that he’s phenomenal. 
If this is actually his last film, he’s going 
out on a high note. Through Woodcock, 
Anderson meditates on obsession, insa¬ 
tiability (with food as a recurring and cli¬ 
mactic theme), and volatile artistry. There 
are few actors skilled enough to explore 
such lofty concepts with the subtlety and 
precision Day-Lewis shows here. 

He’s not necessarily the tour de force 
he was in 2007’s There Will Be Blood, and 
that’s by design. Woodcock is only half of 
an increasingly bizarre relationship, but 
more so the thread stitching this story 
together and enabling Alma’s development. 

She is the ultimate conduit of change; her 
agency—however sick—keeps this weird 
romance alive. Krieps’ evolving perfor¬ 
mance is marked by similar restraint and 
a skill equal to her counterpart’s. That’s 
no small feat given Day-Lewis’ abilities. 
This is really Krieps’ movie. 

On the whole. Phantom Thread also 
marks a return to form for Paul Thomas 
Anderson. It’s possibly his most delicate 
picture, but the writer-director (and here 
cinematographer) makes a forceful impact. 
The “abusive artist and his muse” trope 
is by no means new, yet Anderson finds 
depth in unexplored places, and the end 
result is a seamless, gorgeous, and alto¬ 
gether fucked-up narrative that reasserts 
why Anderson is the greatest director 
working today. 03

The end of an era for Minneapolis Theater Garage

A fter three decades of owning 
and operating the Minneapolis 
Theatre Garage, Hosmer Brown 
recently watched it being demol¬ 
ished. “There were some bricks that came 
down pretty quickly, pretty easily,” he says. 
“That just reinforced that it was time.” 

Brown bought the former retail space in 
1986, after a four-year search, and launched 
it as the Theatre Garage two years later. 
“There weren’t a whole lot of places for 
companies to spring up,” says Brown, who 
was then busy as a working actor. 

Over the succeeding years, the Theatre 
Garage became a home for productions by 
established companies (Minnesota Opera, 
the Guthrie), companies becoming estab¬ 
lished (Walking Shadow, the Jungle), and 
companies that found the cozy brick rect¬ 
angle at the corner of Franklin and Lyndale 
to be all the establishment they needed. 

One of those companies was Stacia Rice’s 
Torch Theater. In2004, Rice struckup adeal 
with Brown: She’d help manage the space, 
and Torch could use the stage at a reduced 
rate. Ultimately, Torch Theater mounted 
over 20 productions in the Theatre Garage. 

“I’m a big fan of intimate theater, and I 
loved the proximity to the audience,” says 
Rice. “I also just loved the lobby. Something 
about that lobby just was begging for party 
time with the patrons and the actors. We 
took full advantage of that.” 

Another company closely associated with 
the Theatre Garage was Girl Friday Produc¬ 
tions, led by Kirby Bennett. Girl Friday’s 
biannual shows, with their big casts, were 


among the most ambitious productions 
ever staged in the space. 

‘Tou didn’t have a lot of height,” Bennett 
says, “but it was pretty wide for a smaller 
rental venue. It had this open feeling. We 
really made use of the space, and took up 
every square inch.” 

Brown now works in real estate, and 
finally decided the time was right to sell. 
After the predictably contentious com¬ 
munity debate, the century-old Theatre 
Garage and its surrounding buildings are 
yielding to a new residential development. 

“It was a tired building,” says Rice. “I 
don’t mean that in a disrespectful way. I 
just think that it was really well-loved, and 
it needed so much work.” 

Initially, there were talks about including 
a replacement theater in the new develop¬ 
ment. Brown was intrigued, but says that 
plan faced substantial hurdles in financing 
and organization. “I would have built it 
one more time and then turned it over and 
walked away,” he says, “but a confluence 
of‘no’s came together.” 

Brown is proud of “all the actors and 
technicians and artists and audiences who 
came through the space and were challenged 
and entertained,” he says. Still, he thinks 
the neighborhood is headed in a positive 
direction. “It is so much safer now. There 
is so much more critical mass. Things are 
better.” 

“I really am grateful that I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to call that place my home,” says 
Rice. “I had friends that got married there, 
many people got engaged there. All these 
wondrous events happened.” 03

Ironing will 
also cause damage to this fabric as well.

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LOW POWER, HIGH HOPES 

KRSM brings community radio to south Minneapolis

I nside the Waite House 
Community Center sits 
a small room with con¬ 
crete walls. It looks like 
a g 5 mi teacher’s office—and 
right down the hall is a swim¬ 
ming pool. 

‘"Not an Olympic pool, but 
one step down,” says Bren¬ 
dan Kelly, the 40-year-old 
station manager for 98.9 
KRSM-FM, the noncom¬ 
mercial low-power FM 
(LPFM) station headquar¬ 
tered in the office. The pool, 
he says, is currently being 
renovated: “They’re going 
to have track meets there. I 
think this building is really 
going to become more of a 
destination.” 

For many in the neighbor¬ 
hood, it already is. From its 
unglamorous office in the 
Waite House, a Parks Department building 
run by the Pillsbury United Communities 
located on East 24th Street in south Min¬ 
neapolis’ Phillips neighborhood, KRSM 
serves the South Side. Its 100-watt signal 
reaches Como on the north end and Nokomis 
on the south, a range of about 3.5 miles, as 
established by FCC rules. 

It’s also streamable atkrsmradio.org. Last 
March, KRSM had adigital-only soft launch. 
“By design, we have attracted predominantly 
a lineup of hosts who have no background 
in radio,” says Kelly. “I wanted it to feel like, 
‘Somebody could be listening, so I have to 
take this seriously.’” 

Ahealthy number of people have certainly 
been listening since the station planted its 
antenna on the Waite House roof the day 
after Thanksgiving. Abookmark-sized flyer 
boasts that KRSM offers “over 80 hours 
of programming,” from music to political 
discussion to cooking shows, by and for 
the community, with programming in six 
languages (English, Spanish, Ojibwe, Somali, 
Haitian Creole, and Hmong). 

“All the things we pictured the station 
sinking its fingers into, some version of that 
work exists in this building,” says Kelly. 
“It put us in this intersection of all these 
different communities, all these different 


people with experience and knowledge 
about the community that we wanted to 
serve.” Seven new shows are about to launch. 
“One is [hosted] by a 10-year-old, and one 
is by a 70-year-old.” 

The station began recruiting on-air tal¬ 
ent last December. “This year we’ve led 
something like 135 trainings, ranging from 
introduction to the equipment and software 
in this room to more specialized classes, 
how to do recording, editing, production, 
sound stuff, how to do recording on loca¬ 
tion, FCC rules and regulations,” says Kelly. 
‘We have portable recording equipment 
that people can check out.” 

But they almost didn’t have a station 
at all. “In mid-June, a sizable portion of 
money we were counting on, through no 
control of our own, just evaporated,” says 
Kelly. ‘We had to be up and running by the 
beginning of December. We were suddenly 
40 grand shy of that.” A fundraising drive 
through July netted the station its goal, 
thanks to “hundreds of individual donors, 
local businesses like Rhymesayers, and dif¬ 
ferent community organizations.” 

Kelly’s Rhymesayers connections go deep: 
As BK-One, Kelly spent over a decade on 
the road as Brother All’s D J. The two met 
shortly after Kelly, a Milwaukee native 


who’d moved here to attend the University 
of Minnesota in 1996, began co-hosting The 
Beathox, a Saturday-morning independent 
hip-hop show on Radio K. “Before he’d per¬ 
formed locally, before he’d really recorded 
anything. Brother All used to call in,” says 
Kelly. “He and I started sneaking into the 
B-studio where you’d record promos and 
PSAs at Radio K. It gave me access to digi¬ 
tal recording and production equipment. 
These standing dates were basically for 
me to learn how to produce and engineer.” 

Kelly spent “eight to ten months of each 
year” on the road with All, but he and his 
wife wanted to start a family and “I didn’t 
want to be a touring parent,” he says. He 
gave ayear’s notice and returned to ftill-time 
civilian life in 2010. “I had no idea what 
I’d do next,” he says, “and mostly I didn’t 
do anything. I just relished being a dad.” 

He also got involved in the community 
activism that has long been a hallmark of 
the Phillips neighborhood. In particular, he 
began attendingmeetings—spearheaded by 
Steven Renderos and Danielle Mkali, then 
of Main Street Project, as well as Waite 
House’s Francisco Segovia, Chaka Mkali 
(aka Rhymesayers artist I Self Divine) from 
Hope Community Inc., and a handful of 
representatives from the Native American

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nonprofit Little Earth—that were focused, 
says Kelly, on “racial inequity within tradi¬ 
tional media. Who controls the narrative? 
How can we put tools into those communi¬ 
ties’ hands and help them lift up their story, 
their concerns, their cultures?” When the 
FCC announced it would be opening up 
bandwidth to LPFM stations, a community 
station seemed the obvious way to go. 

“I think there’s a temptation to plant a 
flag and say. This station represents south 
Minneapolis,”’ says Kelly. “But I think it’s 
better to view it as a tool that we’re making 
available to these communities. There’s no 
one show that can encapsulate the commu¬ 
nity: 'We are not homogenous, and if you 
really want to represent us, we can’t just 
be a box that you check off’ Like, 'Great! 
Got our Native American show.’” 

That’s especially important in Phillips, 
where Waite House is blocks away from the 
birthplace of the American Indian Move¬ 
ment. “To my knowledge there’s one show 
on all of FM radio that exists hosted by an 
indigenous-identifyinghost,” says Kelly. “We 
launched eight hours a week of program¬ 
ming [by Native Americans], and I believe 
four more hours are on the way. It gives us 
a whole palette of voices who can feel free 
to specialize in the topics they know the 
most about. I’d like to think it’s something 
I already would have been thinking about. 
But meeting with these different communi¬ 
ties and asking questions, it’s really driven 
home for me the importance of building a 
programming schedule around that. These 
conversations around equity and representa¬ 
tion and control of narrative [can] feel too 
big to get your hands around, but when you 
say, 'All those things in this specific area,’ 
it suddenly becomes a lot more tangible 
and doable.” 

The station’s application was approved 
in October 2015, while Kelly and his wife 
were on vacation. After they returned, he 
says, “Francisco takes me out for a beer 
and says, 'We’ve decided we need to pay 
somebody to run the station. We decided 
it should be you.” At the end of 2016, the 
station acquired its equipment, with Kelly 
and a friend buying wood from Menard’s 
to build the studio’s wraparound desk. “It 
looks remarkably like my studio at home, 
minus all the records,” he says with a laugh. 

Despite running in full for less than two 
months, KRSM’s rapid growth may demand 
more space. “Unlike KFAI, where if you 
walk in those doors, you’re walking by the 
doors of 20 different programs, I can’t just 
give someone a 1 a.m. show here unless I 
feel like coming in to let them in, staying 
here through their whole show, and setting 
the building code when they leave,” says 
Kelly. “We’re going to hit capacity for the 
way we do things now, probably next year, 
at which point we’ll need to make some 
decisions about what happens next.” 03
